Indeed, some of them are now 
printing their own names in even 
larger type than that which spells the 
Bame of the star. The producer is fast 
becoming the playgoer’s bete noir. The 
most of them are people whom the 
playgoer cares nothing about—indeed, 
never heard of. There is no more rea- 
son why their names should be foisted 
up in big type than that the name of 
the houseowner or the painter of the 
scenery, or the first gallery god to 
whistle a new tune out of the opera, 
should be exploited. To be sure, there 
are producers whose names stand for 
Something. David Belasco’s does, but 
he did not gain for it that significance 
by printing it in screeching type. The 
producer is arrogating to himself an 
importance which no one else attaches 
to him. His conceit is the most Mal- 
voloic upon the American stage. What 
with S8o-and-So presenting this and 
What’s-His-Name offering that, there 
is scarce room in the program or upon 
the billboards for anything about the 
show or the people in it.

The St. Louis theatrical managers are 
the most chivalrous in the world. They 
wouldn’t take an unfair advantage of 
each other for anything. When one 
or two of them have an old show, 
they make it unanimous. This puts 
everyone upon a common footing, and 
it is reasonably certain that no one 
will get hurt. This is the reason why 
there is something familiar about the 
looks of this week’s list. Just read it 
over and see for yourself. Of course, 
while this not easily commended by 
those of us who like to have a new or 
s0n in this big city every week, it can- 
not be attacked upon its purely chival- 
ric side. These gentlemen are simply 
applying the Golden Rule. They 
wouldn't want anyone else to have a 
new production when they didn’t, so 
they do unto others as they would be 
done by.

No Hurry About Cash. 


It is true the land ts cheap—$1.2 per 
acre, representing a fair average—with 
40 years to pay it in. A certain amount 
of permanent improvements and three 
years residence is required. Building 
material is very expensive on account 
of the distance to markets, even adobe 
is costly. The cost of getting water for 
domestic purposes depends on the depth 
at which the flow is reached. There is 
no water pressure and a windmill is a 
necessity for pumping purposes. The 
water from an ordinary well would not 
more than suffice to irrigate three acres 
of the average soil. 

Possibly as good land as there is any- 
where in this region lies within the 
boundaries of Jeff Davis County—prob- 
ably better, since as you near the Rio 
Grande you encounter the thin soil of 
the mineral region, while adjacent to 
the Pecos alkali abounds in the water 
to such extent that irrigation is not 
feasible. The best land, however, has 
already been exempted by earlier set- 
tlers and ranchmen for their home gar- 
dens and tank locations. The few nat- 
ural springs were taken advantage of 
by those who first came into the coun- 
try. These little valley gardens produce 
the very finest fruits and vegetables in 
season, but &s thdt season is short and 
the distance from railways and markets 
excessive, living is high except when 
the gardens are at their best.

Without Warning, When Far 
Away, Sends Word to Con- 
gregation He Will Never Re- 
turn. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

NEW ALBANY, Ind., Sept. 16.—The 
little town of Silver Grove, a prosper- 
ous suburb of New Albany, is excited 
over the strange disappearance of the 
Rev. Wallace N. Stucky, pastor of the 
Advent Christian Church, in that sub- 
urb, who departed without leaving any 
explanation for his wife, their four lit- 
tle children and his congregation. 

A meeting of the choir of his church 
had been held early in the evening at 
the parsonage and, after the young 
women and men went away, Mrs. 
Stucky says her. husband began the 
work of preparing his sermons for the 
following Sunday. he retired at 10 
o’clock, but awoke at midnight. She 
glanced through the open door and ob- 
served the light shining from the lamp 
in her husband’s study. Supposing him 
to be still engaged at his work, she 
again went to sleep and awakened at 
2 o'clock, when she arose for the pur- 
pose of persuading him to cease work 
for the night. 

Upon entering the study she found it 
vacant, er two sermons lying on the 
table beside the minister’s Bible and 
the cuffs he had removed when he be- 
gan work. Beside the typewritten ser- 
mons were the announcements for the 
following Sunday, also typewritten. 

Upon searching the house, Mrs. 
Stucky found that her husband had 
taken with him his frock coat, which 
he usually wore in the pulpit. No other 
ciothing had been taken, not even a 
chenge of linen. 

Mrs. Stucky geald nothing about her 
husband's disappearance during the day 
following until late in the evening, 
when she received a note from him 
mailed at Aurora, Ind., reciting, in sub- 
stance, that he would take care of-the 
children, and telling her to send his 
clothing to his brether, Walter, in Kan- 
sas City. Kan., if she wished, and ad- 
vising her to sell his typewriter and 
books, as he would have no further 
use for them ,and convert the money 
arising from the sale to her own use. 

She notified the members of the con- 


| gregation of her husband’s disappear- 


ance, and it was believed by his wife 
and members of his church that he had 
wandered away while suffering from 
worry caused by overwork. He had 
but recently returned from Mendota, 
Ill., where he conducted the music at 
the big Adventist camp meeting in ad- 
dition to assisting in six services daily. 

Returning home, he was equally as 
active in the service of his own con. 
gregation, besides assisting in meet- 
ings in the neighboring city of Jeffer- 
gonville and in the outlying churches 
of Clark and Floyd counties. The wifes 
and members of the congregation be- 
lieved that he would recover and re- 
turn home in time to fill his pulpit the 
following Sunday morning. 

Nothing was heard from him, how- 
ever, until the Wednesday night of the 
following week, six days after he de- 
parted, when @ special delivery letter 
was received by Mrs. Stucky from her 
mother-in-law, Mrs. Mary Stucky, 1937 
North Sixteenth street, Kansas City, 
Kan. The communication brought the 
first message of hope to the distressed 
wife. It recited “Wallace is here. Dry 
your tears. hope everything will come 
out all right. Tell Ethel papa is here.”

OSCEOLA, Io., Sept. 16.—Can a man, 
by sheer force of will, or lie for 
weeks with the odor of delicious food in 
his nostrils, be tempted with his favor- 
ite dishes, placed within his reach, en- 
dure the ceaseless clamor of his stom- 
ach for nourishment, until death over- 
takes him? 

Nearly every physician would say it 
is an absolute impossibility, and yét 
Charles Armstrong, aged 72, a wealthy 
farmer of this place, came within a few 
days of demonstrating that it can be 
done, and finally gave up only because 
his mind, confused by his fast, escaped 
his @ontrol and conjured up an ecstatic 
vision of a fire, juicy beefsteaw. | 

Medical authorities will undoubtedly 
refer to Armstrong's ease for years as 
the most remarkable of its sort on rec- 
ord. 

During the time of Armstrong's fast 
every means which a loving wife and 
family could bring into play was used 
to induce the starving man to partake 
of nourishment. 

Prayers were undvailing, as were the 
appeals of the loved ones of his house- 
hold. To all he turned a deaf ear and 
continued in his fast with the avowed 
intention of ending his days in a man- 
ner which seems to all as the most tor- 
tuous path to the land beyond. 

Time and time again did the devoted 
wife cook the daintiest dishes she knew 
of and placed them before him, hoping 
that his will power would not be able 
to withstand the temptation. 

But Armstrong never wavered one bit 
in ‘his determination. 

Healthy When Fast Began. 

At the beginning of the fast this man 
of will was apparently hale and hearty 
with the exception of a wound suffered 
in the Civil War, for which he drew a 
liberal pension. He went about the 
house in his usual manner and in the 
early stages of his long abstinence from 
food showed but little deterioration 
from the lack of nourishment. 

Tt. was not until he was too exhausted

to resist that he gave in-to the advice 


‘of hie friends and family that he par- 
took of food and only then because the 
attending physicians threatened to ad- 
minister nourishment to him by means 
of. hypodermic injections. 

At this threat the old man capitulat- 
ed and nature cried out for that which 
had been so long denied. The vision of 
the beefsteak had done its work. 

_ “My, but a nice beefsteak and gravy 
and warm biscuits dipped in the gravy 
would taste good,”’ he said when the 
wonderful wi!ll power had been broken. 

But the attending physicians would 
not allow him those toothsome dainties 
at once. His system, racked by the 
pangs of hunger long endured, was 
much too weak to assimilate such food 
and only small amounts of the lightest 
nourishment were given to him. 

° His Remarkable Reasons. 

Fully as remarkable as the fast itself 
were the reasons which impelled Arm- 
strong to adopt the methods he did to 
take his life. 

Here was a man respected by all who 
knew him and everyone in Osceola 
knows ‘Charlie’ Armstrong. He Is 72 
Years old and in the ordinary course 
of events was good for several years 
more of this life's happiness. He was 
well provided with this world’s goods 
and possessed of a family of which any 
man might be proud. 

Rut he felt that his time of usefulness 
had expired. 

More reniarkable still are the reasons 
that impelled Armstrong to attempt to

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INSURANCE SYNDICATES. 

If insurance syndicates are a necessity, as Treas- 
urer Cromwell of the Mutual Life testified in the 
New York legislative investigation—a statement 
by no means coneeded—it does not follow that the 
officers of the insurance companies should make 
personal profits out of the investments of the money 
of the policy holders. It appears that Mr, Crom- 
well himself made $26,371 out of thirteen syndi- 
cates in which the Mutual Life was interested. 

In the New York Life syndicates it appears by 
the testimony of the Assistant Treasurer that the 
policy holders furnished all the capital and re- 
ceived only half the profits. A recent pamphlet 
signed “John A. McCall, President,” boasts that 
the New York Life’s money “is never used directly 
or indirectly in‘ any transaction for the benefit of 
any individual.” Assistant Treasurer Shipman told 
of several transactions directly contradicting tHis 
statement, and added that there are “probably five 
or six a year.” oe 

With the admissions by their own officials that 
their public statements are false, that their specu- 
lations have involved such losses to the policy 
holders as $326,000 in New Orleans Traction, 10 per 
cent on Ship Trust bonds, an unknown sum on 
Chicago & Alton bonds, interest on loans, whipsaw 
syndicates and the rest, what further evidence is 
needed for crimina] prosecution? 

Speculation with fiduciary funds is a crime. False 
corporate statements are a crime. Wash sales to 
influence the market are a crime. Cooking books of 
account is forgery. What better evidence can there 
be than the self-incriminating testimony of the 
officials themselves ? 

The policy holders of the New York insurance 
companies now under investigation are scattered all 
over the country. They are closely watching the 
investigation and are studying its revelations with 
intense interest. They expect effective action on the 
part of the State for the punishment of insurance 
officers guilty of crime, for the restitution of 
stolen funds and for the future protection of policy 
holders. They will be satisfied with nothing less.

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A QUESTION OF GOOD POLITICS. 

It is stated semi-officially that Dr. Palmore’s 
condemnation of women who oppose Sunday laws

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WHAT CHICAGO PAYS FOR PROGRESS. 

The statistics of the dead and wounded in the 
struggle Chicago has made for progress during the 
past six months are illuminating. As a result of 
yassion, malice and other characteristics of human 
nature perverted, the dead of six months num- 
yered 81 and the wounded 995. 

The battle of King’s Mountain, which decided the 
trisis of the Revolutionary War, was not more de- 
itructive than half a year of Chicago peace. 

But these losses as a result of violence seem small 
when compared with results of carelessness during 
the same period. During only six months, the death 
ist “by accident” for this single city shows 352 
tilled and 3716 wounded. 

The totals show that while losses from both vio- 
enee and carelessness are increasing, the increase 
rom carelessness ig out of all measure. The auto-

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THE MILLION MARK. 

It is interesting to note that in awarding the 
Post-Dispatch prize of $500 for the best sugges: 
tion of ways and means to increase the population 
of St. Louis to a million the committee of award, 
consisting of members of the executive committee of 
the Million Club, selected an advertising idea. The 
prize was awarded on the merits of the suggestion, 
but there were palpable objections on the. ground 
of impracticability in any plan which depended for 
effectiveness on the investment of. private capital or 
the independent action of individuals or corpora- 
tions. The plan must be one in which all citizens 
can co-operate and which will advance the interests 
of all, and for these reasons the advertising idea 
is undoubtedly the. best. It ought to bring in its 
train the utilizing of all opportunities for the ad- 
vancement of the city’s interests. It emphasizes the 
value of the right sort. of publicity. : 

In formulating his prize plan Mr. H. E. Lesa 
has offered food for intelligent thought and effect- 
ive action, In the beginning he warns citizens 
against efforts to bring in population in excess of 
opportunities of employment. Population without 
means of living would be a curse rather than a 
blessing. The objective point, therefore, is the in- 
crease of manufacturing and commercial activities 
which will offer profitable employment for new-com- 
ers and will require additional population to meet 
new needs. He wisely urges the expansion of the 
trade of our present plants and facilities to a maxi- 
mum until the demand exceeds the supply, thus 
creating the necessity for more facilities and for 
extending the lines of investment and activity. In 
considering the prime subjects for advertising, Mr. 
Lesan suggests three main divisions: : 

1. St. Louis, her history, admirable location, busi- 
ness facilities and advantages as a manufacturing 
and market center. ibe 2 

2. St. Louis territory, making St. Louis the gate- 
way of the Southwestern empire, which is develop- 
ing with amazing rapidity. This territory might 
be extended to include the entire Mississippi Val- 
ley with its waterways and railway arteries. Of 
course, this would: require the elimination of the 
Mississippi River as an obstaole to railway trans- 
portation and its utilization as a waterway. 

3. St. Louis manufactured products. Make the 
label “Made in St. Louis” a household phrase. 

In order to carry on effectively an advertising 
plan of this kind requires a strong, capable, repre- 
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dence and co-operation of all citizens. The task, or 
at least the disposition of it, would naturally fall 
upon the Million Club, which represents all the 
business organizations of the city. Out of a well- 
designed plan of publicity judiciously and vigorously 
directed should come the removal of obstacles which 
would stand in the way and the improvement of 
advantages which would promote its success. 

The Post-Dispatch indulges the expectation that 
the public service performed in bringing to light the 
needs of St. Louis and in supplying a suggestion 
of a plan of action to promote the city’s growth 
will result in the stimulating of thought and the 
adoption of practical measures which will result in 
immediate and permanent benefits.

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THE GENIUS AND THE MARKET 

According to a circular signed by Hall Caine, Sir 
Arthur Conan Doyle and others of equal celebrity, 
Bret Harte died, “leaving a family totally unpro- 
vided for.” They ask subscriptions of a dollar or 
more from those who have read and enjoyed his 
works, that hig daughter, Ethel, now an invalid, 
may be provided for. 

In publishing this circular, a New York illustrat- 
ed weekly paper, the organ of an eminent publishing 
company, says that Bret Harte was a “genius, but 
not overkind to his family.” 

This judgment is not explained at all, but left to 
stand bare in condemnation of Harte. 

It appears on the general evidence, however, tltat 
while this genius loved his family and supported 
it by hard labor while he lived, he was incapable of 
“high finance” and laid up no treasures on earth be- 
fore he “joined the choir invisible of the immortal 
dead, who live again in hearts made better by their 
presence.” 

Instead of developing financial genius, he developed 
a genius for doing his own work, even when he was 
obliged to do it at the expense of giving up nearly 
the whole of the returns from it to those who con- 
trolled the market for it. 

This may have been “laying up treasures in 
heaven,” but when, from the standpoint of those 
who control the market, it is now said that he was 
“not overkind to his family,” it raises one of the 
“bottom questions” of efficiency. 

Bret Harte was certainly efficient. No man was 
more so in his generation. He did his work so well 
that he is called a “genius.” Could he have done it 
at all in any other way?

Its diplomats and statesmen, during its creative 
period, because of this same “unreadiness,”’ have 
spared their own people by leaving the worst of the 
fighting of three centuries to be done by those who 
were “always ready” to fight. And because they 
were, in one sense, obliged to do this, they have been 
able to turn almost every general war of three cen- 
turies to the final advantage of England. 

The revival of the feudal idea of perpetual] readi- 
ness for war as an English policy or a policy for 
any other nation, must operate to involve it from 
the first in what is most essentially barbaric and 
so to send it finally to the rear of those who are 
always ready to avoid the settlement of disputes by 
barbaric force. 

Civilization and the supreme power in civilization 
belong to brains used as far as possible above the 
level of the brutal. The people which is always 
ready for peace needs only to use civilized brains 
to. be strongest of the powers ‘of civilization. .

NEW WRITING TELEGRAPH. 

achine operates 
on the duplex, system, messages going end coming 
over the same wire. In operation it writes at @ speed 
which a competent typewriter cannot. maintain for 
any considerable stretch. Ordinarily it will print 
messages faster than two typewriters at the Bauck- 
ingham machine can strike the keys reducing the 
written message to the paper strip. For eight weeks 
it has been in use in the Chicago offices of the West- 
ern Union company, taking the New York general 
messages ‘with an accuracy and certainty that has 
placed it far heyond an experimental stage. 

As a practical machine in operation between twe 
great cities this Barclay printing machine has a first 
merit in turning out a perfectly written message in 
the clearest type. This message is as incontestably 
accurate, too, as is the message that may be filed 
into the transmitter 900 miles away. In the case of 
error as between the operator in New York and the 
receiver in Chicago, only the sender of the message 
can make a mistake, while if the message is properly 
written the necessity for repeating is done away 
with. : 

Yet from the point of view of the telegrapher at 
large this machine is expected to make little inroad 
into his calling. It is considered hardly worth while 
to install the Barclay machine in a city where the 
work is not sufficient to keep it in use all the time. 
The city of 300,000 or more population may have one 
as the company sees the needs of the service. San 
Francisco ultimately will have two or more machines, 
when the service will demonstrate material type- 
writing as.the result of an electrical impulse sent 
from New York through 8600 miles of space. 


TALKING BY MAIL. 

It will doubtless be a source of pleasure to the col- 
lectors of souvenir postal cards to know that we now 
have a talking card. This novelty is described by 
M. H. R. d’Allemagne, in a recent number of La 
Nature, Parise. M. d’Allemagne says: “We present 
today the phonograph of the twentieth century, an 
entirely new invention, and one that is destined to 
revolutionige the Industry. The phonopostal is an ap 
paratus that registers and reproduces the human 
voice by means of a sheet of cardboard, which is in 
the form of a postal card. The idea of substituting 
a sheet of paper, which may be sent as a letter, for 
the wax cylinder or ordinary phonographs originated 
with Jules Verne, but the scheme as worked out to- 
day came from the artist, M. Armbruster, and was 
made possible by the experiments of MM. L. Marotte, 
Bucheriousx and Tochow. 

“The advantages of the phonopostal,”’ continues M. 
d’Allemagne, “are many. While one is touring, this 
apparatus, occupying the space of two or three boxes 
of writing paper, may be put in the automobile or 
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valise, and one is in a position to register on-thé pre- 
pared cards the impressions of the journey.

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SUCCESSFUL GERMAN SMOKE CONSUMER. 

A German firm has recently patented a system for 
consuming smoke and preventing the wasting of 
coal which, it is claimed, is proving very successful. 


The system has been tested at the e rimental sta- 
tion of the Bavarian **Revisions-\ erein’’ in Munich, 


where it was found that 72 per cent of the combusti- 
ble value of. soft coal from the Saar district can be 
utilized when this smoke consumer is used. The 
conditions were unusually favorable at this station, 
but it is confidently claimed that almost anywhere 
the saving of coal will amount to from 12 to 2 per 
cent. The director of a rope and cable factory at 
Frankfort, Germany, where the system has been in 
use for some time, reports a minimal development of 
smoke only when fires are started or replenished; at 
other times no smoke is visible and the saving of 
coal amounts to more than 20 per cent. The owners 
of the patent allow to interested factories a four- 
weeks’ trial, guaranteeing a saving of at least 10 per 
cen in coal. At the end of the four weeks a contract 
may be made for a period of five years, the annual 
charge for the use of the smoke consumer and for 
keeping it in order being $125 to $175, according to 
the construction and size. . 


IMPROVEMENTS IN SUBMARINES. 

The English Naval Department is carrying out ex- 
periments with a new type of periscope for subma- 
rines. The accident to the submarine “AI,” 
which was run down by a a liner and 
sunk, demonstrated the deficiency of the existing in- 
strument, which renders only an arc of the surround- 
ing sea. visible. With the latest type, however, the 
whole circle of the surface is rendered visible. .The 
admiralty also propose to test various methods of 
eiminating the foul air from the interior during a 
long period of submersion. When the craft is sub- 
merged the noxious gases, owing to their dénsity, set- 
tle to the bottom of the craft. It is proposed to ex- 
periment with fans for maintaining a constant cir- 
culation of the atmosphere within the boat, and to 
eject the noxious foul gases by jets of compressed 
air. These in combination will, it is anticipated, en- 
able the unhealthy fumes to be passed through the 
exhaust pipe leading out through the deck abaft the 


conning tower and thus leave the interior constantly.

A NEW USE FOR SMOKE CLOUDS. 


From the Engineering News. 


The recent eclipse of the sun has been the means of 
bringing out a new argument for the benefit of op- 
ponents of municipal smoke prevention. In describ- 
ing the eclipse the St. Louis Post-Dispatch stated 
that the conditions for its observance were perfect 
in St. Louis, the sky being cloudless. It then ob- 
served: 

“With the thin vell of smoke from Hast St. Louis 
factories to modify the glare it was easy to watch 
the eclipse with the aid of smoked glasses.” 

This condition, however, did not apply to the whole 
city, for: 

“In the West End residence section hundreds arose 
on the call of their‘alarm clocks and spent an hour 
looking eastward through panes of smoked glass. 
These did not get the benefit of East St. Louis 
smoke.”’ 

The argument has often been advanced that smoky 
chimneys were the best possible advertisement for 
an industrial city, and we now expect to see it urged

SUNDAY CLOSING IN ENGLAND.

The practice of keeping shops open on Sunday 
has been a growing one in England of late, and ow- 
ing to the exigencies of trade it is impossible to 
prevent it under existing law. For, although it fs 
illegal, the penalty for lawbreaking is nothing but a 
fine of 5 shillings, which is ludicrously small by com- 
parison with the profits to be derived from the day’s 
business. ~~ 

With only this deterrent, therefore, the chief re- 
striction would be found in public sentiment, and 
that, no doubt, is widely operative. But the native 
trader who is in accord with public sentiment has 
to take account of competition by foreigners, and 
the new custom gains ground among the very people 
who denounce it. We may illustrate how the influ- 
ence of self-interest works by reference to a case 
described by Lord Avebury in an article on “The 
Increase in Sunday Trading,” which appears in the 
Nineteenth Century and After: 

“One of my correspondents writes to me that, being 
much opposed to Sunday trading, he determined to 
keep closed. In a short time he lost most of his little 
capital, and then he opened and made money. When 
he thought he had made enough he closed again, and 
now he writes me word that he is nearly ruined again 
and compelled once more to open, and he ends his 
letter, ‘I am a hatter.’” 

The convenience of buyers and profits of sellers 
make a combination that is so hard to beat that 
all that municipal bodies and great associations 
of tradesmen have done to stop the present tendency 
seems ineffective.

Cooked Food in Bulk for Men 
Who Have Fam- 
ilies. 


ONLY FRUIT DIET NOW 


Olaims Men Will Work Hard 
After Eating His Vic- 
tuals. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

OMAHA, Neb., Sept. 16.—J. EB. Markel, 
who has been feeding the hungry, most 
of the time by the thousands, in and 
out of Omaha ever since the day he 
stepped off the steamer Colorado bound 
up-river from St. Joseph, over 39 years 
ago, is home from New York. There 
he landed the biggest contract of his 
life—that of feeding the thousands of 
employes engaged at work on the Pan- 
ama Canal for five years to come. Of 
it he says: 

“It isn't any $60,000,000 contract to 
feed 50,000 men, as the newspapers have 
indicated. The contract, as a matter of 
fact, will amount to from $1,000,000 to $1,- 
600,000 a year for five years, and the 
maximum number of men that will ever 
be employed, in my judgment, will be 
from 15,000 to 20,000. 

“This is all bosh about there being 
any unfairness In the award of con- 
tracts. The specifications for bidding 
were open to the public, and everybody 
had the right to bid. The facts are that 
not one of the other firms bidding had 
sent men to the isthmus, and knew the 
conditions there. I was first invited to 
go there by Mr. Wallace last March 
and was studying conditions at the 
time when he left. I kept watch of 
things and continued my investigations 
until they got straightened again, and 
found out what they wanted. 

Meals at Reasonable Prices. 

“What the commission wanted was 
and what we are going to furnish is 


& system of substantial meals at rea- 
sonable price, so that the employes on 
the canal can afford to buy them, and 
be in condition to return to the com- 
mission in labor the worth of their 
wages. For instance, the Jamaica ne- 
groes, now about 4000, employed on the 
canal, are scattered along in camps 
from one to two miles apart, there be- 
ing 30 along the 47 miles of canal. These 
will have from 200 to 300 negroes to the 
camp. These camps consist of houses 
bullt especially for thé purpose 
thoroughly sanitated. There are strict 
rules for keeping them clean; the ne- 
groes have to have everything cleaned 
up by a certain hour every day: the 
houses are thoroughly scrubbed once a 
week, and fumigated every two weeks.

with their money, as things now are 
on the isthmus, is sugar cane and bi- 
nanas and such stuff, and a man can’t 
stand up and -do a hard day's work on 
such diet, and give back the value of 
his wages. Eggs are 10 cents apiece, 
salt fish 40 cents a pound. fresh meat 
from 60 cents to $1 a pound, and every- 
thing in proportion. Now we are going 
to offer them three meals a day, with 
coffee, bread and meat for breakfast; 
coffee, bread, fish, two kinds of vege- 
tables and pie or pudding for dinner, 
and much the same for supper, at 4 
cents per day,-or $14 per month. In ad- 
dition, we will have a place at each 
camp where we will sell the cooked 
foods in bulk to the men with fami.ies 
who want to take them home, or to the 
men who live in clubs and do their own 
cooking, or part of it, and want to buy 
some more cooked stuff. There is no 
compulsion about vita from us; the 
men can buy wherever they please, but 
I agree with the commission to have 
the food there to offer to the men at a 
reasonable price. 

For the white men, of whom there are 
1500, and who will run up to 3000 later 
on, we will run hotels. Two are now 
finished; three more are under. con- 
struction, and the number will eventu- 
ally increase to ten. We furnish them 
first-class board at $1 per day, and 
rooms at $6 yer month each, making 
the total cost of living $36 per month 
each. 

The Jamaica negroes get from $1.75 
to $2.25 per day each, silver, which is 
equal to from 9% cents to $1.10 each 
gold, so the commission held down the 
cost of living for them to 45 cents. 
Most of the clerks get from $160 to $175 
er month, and no one. gets less than 
100, so their living is made compara- 
tively cheap.

“SUICIDE IS A SCIENCE,” 
SAYS LONDON CORONER. 


Special Cable to the Post-Dispatch and 
New York World. 

Mr. Edwin Baxter, the Coroner for 
East London, told a Post-Dispatch rep- 
resentative yesterday that he regards 
suicide as a ‘‘science.”’ 

‘People who commit suicide often 
take extraordinary precautions in order 
to prevent being interrupted,"’ he said, 
“for there is no surer preventfve of sul- 
cide than the absence of opportunity. 

“That, by the way, is the reason why 
there are fewer suicides in London, in 
proportion to the population, than in 
country districts. 

“If a country yokel gets into a de- 

ressed state of mind he can go into a 
‘arn, away from every one, and hang 
himself without. fear of interruption. 
But in London there ts always some one 
at hand to deter the would-be suicide 
by his presence. 

“T say that suicide is a ‘science’ be- 
cause of the great pains which people 
bestow on it. 

“T have known cases where men tried 
to leave the impression that their death 
was due to murder. In one instance ‘a 
man carefully arranged a scene. He 
placed a non of woman's gbves and 
some jewelry about, and upset the place 
as though there had been a fight for 
life. To all appearances it looked like 
murder. But a week or so after his 
death it was found that his business 
books were all’out of order, and it be- 
o— clear that he had committed siti- 
cide.’’

Vice-President of New York Life Testifies That Republican 


National Committee Received $50,000 Annually Because the 
Big Corporation Feared Democratic Success Might 
Injure Their Business. 


By Leased Wire From the New York 
Bureau of the Post-Dispatch. 


NBEW YORK, Sept. 16-—-The most 
startling disclosure in the investigation 
of the life insurance companies of New 
York by the Legislative Insurance In- 
vestiga‘ion Committee during the past 
week was the testimony of George W. 
Perkins, a vice-president of the New 
York Life Insurance Co. and a partner 
in the firm of J. P. Morgan & Co., in 
which Mr. Perkins told the “committee 
that the New York Life had during the 
last three national campaigns contrib- 
uted $150,000 to the Republican Campaign 
Committee, the money coming from the 
treasury of the company and the pay- 
ments being made on the order of Pres- 
ident John A. McCall, without any au- 
thorization by the Finance Committee. 

What was more remarkable in the tes- 
timony was the statement of Mr. Per- 
kins, made in almost the same breath 
as his admission. of the payment of 
the campaign funds, was that such con- 
tributions should be prohibited by law 
as being against public policy. 

The testimony of Mr. Perkins created 
@ decided sensation, both in insurance 
circles and among politicians, who are 
wondering: where the end will be. 

The two campaign funds of President 
McKinley received $50,000 and the Roose- 
velt and Fairbanks campaign a similar 
contribution. 

It was a question from Assemblyman 
Prentice, who was acting chairman at 
the session today, that brought forth 
Mr. Perkin’s statement regarding the 
law to prohibit insurance companies 
contributing to campaign funds. As- 
semblyman Prentice’s question was as 


_ follows: 


McCall Orders Payment. 

“Did the matter of this check (the 
one paid to the Roosevelt campaign 
fund) come before the Finance Commit- 
tee?’’ 

“No, sir,”’ said Mr. Perkins. “It was 
simply an executive action on the part 
of the President.” 

“With your concurrence?” 

“With the concurrence of the officials. 
I know about it; I believe in it and I 
approved it.”’ 

“No formal action was taken?’ 

“It came under the head of genera! 
administration of the company’s af- 
fairs."’ 

“The stub of a check for $48,702.50 was 
shown to Mr. Perkins. 

“What was that, check for?’ asked 
Mr. Hughes.

“I do not,” said Mr. Perkins, em- 
phatically. “I think it is a very bad 
practice. It is one of my hobbies 
that campaign committeed should be 
compelled to make public their re- 


ceipts from all corporations just as 
the law requires candidates to tell 
what their expenses are. 

“As I said before, President Mc- 
Call is a Democrat, but in the first 
MeKinley campaign he felt that t 
integrity of the assets of the New 
York Life was at stake and he de- 
cided not only to contribute to the 
National Republican campaign fund, 


but to also vote for McKinley, which 
he did. 

“It was the same way in the second 
McKinley campaign. He agreed to 
pay $50,000.

“We originally asked for $5,000,000 in 
that syndicate,” said Mr. Perkins, “and 
we were allotted $8,000,000, and during 
the first year of the syndicate paid for 
$3.90.000 of it. and scheduled that in our

“Then in the next year call was made 
for the remainder, or in full fn that 
same syndicate. which called upon us* 
for 9500.00. We made up our minds 
we would sell thet $500.9, having start- 
ed to carry the item as $3,200, but we 
were unable to get more than 75 or 8 
for tt. and I was unwilling to sell it 
at that price.

the company only held $3,200,000 of the 
shares of the Marine company. 

The replies of Mr. Randolph to the 
questions asked were made with much 
reluctance and it was only by the clos- 
est examination that several of the ad- 
missions were made, 

Mr. Randolph testified that a consid- 
erable amount of the assets of the com- 
pany did not appear on the ledger, but 
were kept track of on a card index, 
which showed the purchase and sale of 
the securities. Where stocks had been 
received by the company as profits of 
underwritin syndicates they were 
placed on the card Index as non-ledger 
assets, while bonds received from the 
Same source were placed on the ledger, 
it being deemed better to have .- the 
bonds show up as assets than the 
stocks, 

The examination of Frederick Crom- 
well, Treasurer of the Mutual Life of 
New York, brought out the fact that he 
had profited from transactions with the 
company to the extent of $26, 

Mr. Cromwell held that syndicates 
were absolutely necessary for a com- 
pany doing’ the large business which a 
life insurance company transacts. Ac. 
cording to Mr. Cromwell, the Mutual 
Life has about $450,000,000 invested, of 
which $150,000,000 was in bo and 

_the balance being handled 
through the medium of syndicates,

Weekly Review of Markets 
Shows an Optimistic Feeling 
Among Financiers. 


GOLD IMPORTS 


LARGE 


Stream of Yellow Metal From 
Europe Goes to Western 
Harvesters. 


FOREIGN OROPS POOR 
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United States to Be Asked to 
Contribute Share Towards 
Supply Deficit. 


NEW YORK, Sept. 16.—The Evening 
Post, in its weekly review of the mar- 
kets today, says: 

Today's bank returns may fairly be 
ranked as the highest achievement ever 
reached in the legerdemain of the mon- 
ey market, Last week the cash loss of 
the banks had been estimated before- 
hand at some $9,000,000. This would re- 
quire $30,000,000 reduction of the loans 
in order to cut down reserve require- 
ments so far that the surplus reservs 
fund would be kept intact. 

The calculation erred in its estimate 
of cash loss. Instead of nine millions 
outgo, the banks had to report a de- 
crease of nearly. eleven millions. The 
$30,000,000 loan reduction was duly pro- 
vided for by shifting loans to the trust 
companies, but the miscalculation on 
cash reserves left Saturday’s surplus 
$600,000 below the previous weekly state- 
ment. 

This week the estimates seem to have 
been more careful. The cash loss was 
figured oul yesterday at seven odd mil- 
lions. A loan reduction of some $21,- 
000,000 would be needed to adjust liabill- 
ties exactly, and the loan reduction re- 
ported today is $20,861,000.

Prosperity Predicted. 


It is not strange that the spectacle 
presented by the recent markets should 
have seemed somewhat odd. Practically 
to a man, the wellposted members of 
the community unite in predicting 
wealth and prosperity for America in 
the season thus beginning. A good 
many are taking up stocks on the usual 
theory that prosperity must bring high- 
er prices, but a good many are not, and 
both they and+the third contingent 
which has been selling stocks in antici- 
pation of a decline, base their attitude 
on the chance of high rates for money. 

Something remains to be said on the 
question of gold imports. If one was 
to imagine a stream of gold flowing 
into this country after Sept. 1 at the 
rate of $5,000,000 or $10,00Q000 weekly, he 
would have no need to worry over the 
outfiow. of a similar sum to the harvest 
district. Such a movement of foreign 
gold has been witnessed in years gone 
by under circumstances no more 4u- 
spicious than those which now surround 
this country. 

But the obvious reason for the early 
and heavy movement in our direction, 
then, was that our money market made 
a bid for these foreign a which 
the markets could not resist. The pres- 
ent experiment contemplates gettins 
the gold without paying the price of 
1898 or 1896, and the gold does not come 
very freely. A very natural inference, 
however, if our market does not bid 
the old-time 6 per cent rate on call, 
to draw on these European gold sup- 
plies, is that it does not need them. 
Markets work automatically in such 
matters and the relatively low rates, 
maintained up to the close of the pres- 
ent week, may be fairly taken as mean- 
ing that the available credit fund is 
large enough to provide for the mar- 
ket’s needs. 

This does not mean, however, that 
there is enovgh local bank accommoda- 
tion at hand to provide for an out- 
burst of rampant stock speculation. 


Wheat Market Dull, 
Speculative wheat markets have been 


narrow ‘during the last week. 
tale the trading was devoid of 
spirit and largely confined to small 
scalping operations, and therefore the 
fluctuations were inconsequential, but in 
the main the tendency was slightly up- 
ward. At the outset the firmnes was 
chiefly attributed to manipulation by 
large Chicago professionals. . 

Tt was asserted that these prominent 
operators had been steady buyers of 
December contracts in Chicago for sev- 
eral days and the attitude they had as- 
sumed created much perplexity in the 
minds of scalpers and small room trad- 
ers, which tended to hinder operations. 
Another factor was the Russian prelim- 
inary crop report, which apparently con- 
firmed all the previous unfavorable ad- 
vices frora that quarter. 

In spite of this, however, cable advices 
were on the whole hardly to be con- 
sidered favorable, especially in view of 
the surprisingly heavy exports from 
Russia and also from the Danubian re- 
gions.

Money Market Movements the | 4». * 


Dominant Feature in the 
Financial Situation. 


LOCAL MARKET QUIET 


Volume of Sales.on Stock Ex- 
change Small—Prices Gen- 
erally Firm. 


The week in the security market of 
the East has been an uncertain one, and 
tne effect on local speculative senti- 
ment has been such as to cause conserv- 
atism among investors and stock trad- 
ers. In the latter part of the week the 
recovery from the early. depression on 
Wall street caused a more cheerful feel- 
ing to pervade the local financial dis- 
trict, and a moderate improvement was 
noted in the local inquiry. 

From the speculative standpoint con- 
citions have remained ideal, and the 
improvement in many lines of ‘ndustry 
and especially in the steel and iron 
trade, hus not only added to the un- 
derlying strength of the market's po- 
sition, but was largely responsible for 
Wall street's. recovery in the closing 
half of the weekly period. 

Money Market Pivot. 

The money market is still the pivot 
on which speculations seems to iurh, 
and the varying sentiment over the ulti- 
mate course of rates is the direct cause 
of.the many quick changes noted in 
the WWastern market. 

The recent belief that higher money 
rates are shortly to prevail was given 
a denial during the week, when gold 
imports to the extent of $2,500,000 were 
announced, and on the announcement 


stocks made a recovery from the de- 
clining movement that was in progress 
at the time. 

Opinions as to the extent of the *res- 
ent import movement are conflicting, 
but in certain quarters it is expected 
that the figure will at least touch the 
$10,000,000 mark and possibly reach $2o,- 
OUU JU, 

Certain it is that every effort is be- 
ing made by the interests in control 
of the mark«t to keep interest rates 
down and favilitate the marketing of 
securities. Ana it is well for specu- 
lators to trail w.th these interests, as 
they are known to be the most influ- 
enual on the street. 

There is little question, however, but 
that there are two sides to the money 
market at the presdnt time, and to tne 
casual observer it wouid appear that 
higher rates of a substantial character 
are inevitable, but underiying nnuncial 
conditions are directiy contradictory to 
the surface indications and are suggest- 
ive of easy raics tor some tine io Cuine. 

Export Movements Aaids. 

From tne adverse standpoint the ¢enor- 
mous extension of credits jn the stuck 
market, our heavy foreign indebtedness, 
the demand on the money market for 
the movement of the present enormous 
crop, the demands for funds from new 
industrial enterprises owing to the pres- 
ent prosperity of the country, the con- 
stantiy increasing Government require- 
ments and the low condition of the re- 
serves of the banks of the country may 
be mentioned, but to offset these items 
are two important features which are 
generally of more weight in the future 
money market than all the adverse in- 
fluences combined. 

Principal of these is the enormous ex- 
port movement that must follow the 
harvesting of the present growing crop 
of cotton and grain, which should be 
sufficient in itseif..to diquidate aimost 
entirely our present heavy foreiga in- 
debtednegss and cause a large balance in 
our favor. 

Second is the enormous increase in 
the production of goid in the past two 
years. ‘the world’s output in i904 was 
$300,000,000, and in 1905 it will go above 
$4,000,000, and the tendency shown by 
forcign bankers to lend money in this 
country, owing to the record-breaking 
prosperity that prevails. 

Further, these foreign bankers, and 
especially the French bankers, recently 
accumulated in Paris funds to the ex- 
tent of $60,000,000, with the expectation 
that the Russian-Japanese War would 
be continued and a panic at Paris might 
be precipitated, and the banking inter- 
ests be called on to support the mar- 
ket in Russian securities. 

Expect Easier Rates, 

This accuiuulated gold will now find 

its way into the natural channels of 


trade and commerce and will no doubt 
be largely a factor in the local money 
market in the near future, seeing that 
the foreigners are looking on louns in 
this country with a friendly eye. 

‘to sum up, then, it wouid appear that 
the money market will refiect the efforts 
of the leading financial interests to keep 
rates down, over the actual moving 
period of the crops. And that, with the! 
return of money to New York banks 
after the crop movement and the ease 
in the Pairs market Uver the settlement 
of the*foreign war, that money will be 
in such abundant supply as to make the 
interest rate of 3 per cent look high for 
probably a year to come. 

Outside of the money market all condi- 
tions apparently favor higher prices for 
securities. Earning reports from the 
leading railroad systems are the most 
favorable ever submitted for this period 
of the year in the history of the coun- 


try. 

The steel industry shows the demand 
for ralls and equipment the heaviest 
ever known, and reflects the general be- 
lief in railroad circles that the comin 
year in the railroad world will make al 
precedents of prosperity fade into ob- 


scurity. :

Manipulated Chicago Market 
Was the Controlling Factor 
in the Week’s Trade. 


Is QUIET 


LOCAL PIT 


Corn Prices Firm and the 
Range on Oats Is Very 
Steady. 


The local grain market has not been 
entirely lacking in interest throughout 
the week, although the trade was far 
from active. 

While the world's general wheat sit- 
vation has not materially changed dur- 
ing the week, the American situation 
has, although the change has been 
larsely the result of speculative  %pera- 
tions of influential interests in the Chi- 
cago market and not the result of any 
radical change in the actual market sit- 
uation. 

On just what the improvement noted 


during the week is based is a question, 
and the trade. in general is skeptical of 


the stability of the present range of 
values. 

That the trade as a whole does not 
take kindly to the advancing tendency | 
displayed is evidenced by the fact that 
all the recent buying by the Chicago | 
interests in that market has failed to | 
attract a large following, and locally as 
well the movement has been almost en- | 
tirely dominated by the operations of 
the professional and seml-professional 
element. 

The fact remains, however, that the 
market is strong, and at current prices 
the general opinion is that wheat is 
neither dear nor cheap, but selling very 
near to its actual intrinsic value under 
all existing conditions. 


Receipts Not Bearish. 


It is possible that the interests at 
present making the speculative move- 
ment found the market hung suspended 
fn the neighborhood of 80c, and in the 
face of the recent enormous decline 
considered it easier to make a turn on 
the long side and rum in a rather un- 
wieldy short interest than to press the 
short side to an abnormally low level, 
hence the present strength. 

To the layman, however, the strength 
appears to be based more largely on | 
money and muscle than on anything 
else. 

It is true that the visible supply of 
grain has not so far increased in the! 
ratio generally exvected on account of | 
the present heavy “we. and true, also, 
that the primary estern receipts | 
gince July 1 have been only some 6,000,- | 
000 bu ereater than for tne same period’! 
in 1904, but the fact remains that the'! 
country has produced this year over 
150,000, bu more than last year, and 
the question still remains to an- 
swered whether the consumption is to 
be any larger. . 

Where Is the Wheat? 

At the present time the consumption 

is apparently no larger, the exports be- 


ing smaller, hence there must be wheat 
in: the invisible in private elevators, in 
millers’ hands and in the fields. 

On this account the small] increase 
in the visible is generally not taken as 
a criterion on which to gauge supplies. 

If the trade was as sure of its de- 
mands as it is of its supplies, it would 
be an easy matter to figure the future 
value of wheat, but at present the 
country is long on supplies and short 
on demands, and eventually the latter 
must be drawn to conform to the for- 
mer, and this inevitably, especially as 


regards our surplus.

So long as the present buying Is better | 
than the selling the market will ad-| 
vance.

Encouraged by the yielding of Perrin 
& Smith, who yesterday agreed to the 
eight-hour day, Joseph A. Jackson, 
president of the St. Louis Typograph- 
ical Union, predicted last night that the 
strike of job printers here would end 
this week in victory for the printers. 

Eleven printing firms, employing 225 
journeymen and 2 apprentices, are ex-

Ninety-two firms have signed the agree- 
ment. Fifty-eight have not signed. Of 
these, 26 are members of the 8t. Louis 
Typothetae.

Members of 
the T'ypothetae antagonized the move- 
ment, and many declared open shop.

Wire Fascinated Him. 


The bor ‘“rried down the street. yes- 
terday af. noon while the rain was 
falling heavily. His head was bowed so 
that the rain might drain from his sod- 
den hat. His eyes were turned on the 
walk. 

Just as he reached the southwest cor- 
ner of Twelfth street and Lafayette 
avenue he saw a wire dangling from 
the network overhead. Its free end was 
tossing about, dipping in the flooded 
gutter or swinging out over the street. 

There was no one nenr enough to 
see his deadly peril and to cry a 
warning. He clutched the little wire. 

Death, or its semblance, came with 
the swiftmess of lightning. The 
fivoded sidewulk made a perfect con-.

nection. Hundreds of volts of death- 


denling electricity surged through his | 


body. He straightened for an instant. 
His hody grew rigid under the awful 
power. Then it relaxed, ang the boy 
fell. 

His left hand, still clutching the fatal 
wire, was slowly burned. Smoke arose. 
The first finger on the left hand fell off, 


the second finger was burned until only | 
a tendon held it to the hand. The thumb 


was nearly destroyed. 
Smoke Warns Finder. 


A farmer, homeward bound from 


market, saw the boy, faint, as he sup- | 


posed. He whipped his horse and was 
opposite the ‘body in an instant. He 
jumped from the wagon and ran to- 
ward the sidewalk, intending to lift 
the boy and dash water in his face to 
arouse him. 

The dangling wire and the smoke 
from the burning hand warned him 
back. He knew little of electricity, but 
he did know that the boy's wet clothes 
would carry a deadly shock to anyone 
who touched him. 

The man cried out in a voice that 
called neighbors to their doors 
windows. Mrs. George Hegel ran Out | 
of her bakery near by, and her cries 
brought other women. 

Soon the neighborhood was aroused. 
Men, women and children for blocks 
around, came running barearmed, 
bareheaded, to the corner. Those near- 
est the body and. the fatal wire were 
crowded and jammed by late comers, 
who pushed and shoved one another in 
an effort to see. All were afraid.

JACKSON, Miss., Sept. 16—The in- 
dictment by the Federal grand jury at 
Jackson of 300 citizens of Franklin 
County on the charge of whitecapping, 
at the last session of the Federal Court 
here, continues to be disturbing cause 
in Franklin and adjacent counties, and 
the papers of that section of the State 
are full of communications and edito- 
rials on the subject. 

All of this comment has been caus2d 
by the. circulation of a petition in 
Franklin asking the judge of the Fed- 
eral Court to dismiss the indictments. 

This petition makes charges against 
some of the witnesses who testified Le- 
fore the grand jury, and it seems that 
many’ of the leading citizens of the 
county are now signing the petition and 
are urging the court that the dismissal 
of the indictments will not only settle 
the whitecapping matter, but will re- 
store harmony and prevent the bitter 
family feuds and dissensions which 
have been caused by the indictments. 

Prosecutor Advocates Dismissal. 

Hon. J. Miram McGehee, one of the 
most substantial and prominent citizens 
of Frank!in, and who has been very ac- 


tive in the work of breaking up white- 
capping, has come out in a communica- 
tion favoring the dismissal of the in- 
dictments. Mr. McGehee says that it is 
not true that the petition discredits all 
of the witnesses in the case, but that it 
simply charges that some of the wit- 
nesses are not creditable men. 3 
He states that in one case where li 
citizens of Franklin were indicted for 
whitecapping that the negroes who are 
alleged to have been disturbed fn their 
homestead rights were acting in self- 
interest, because they wanted to sell 
the timber on their homestead lands. 
They could not make final proof on 
their claims unless they could show 
that they had been intimidated, as some 
of them had only occupied the lands for 
a few months. 
Beas negroes, he claims 


produced } 
notes threatening them, to the land of- 


6 at Jackson, and thus made their 
no roof and sold their timber when 
they had only occupied the homesteads 
from three to 14 months, and that one 
never did go on his ‘and at all. 


Prayers for Harm*ny. .- 

Mr. McGehee further states that the 
wholesale indictment of citizens has 
caused more bitterness and strife than 


ever existed in the county before; that 
it has affected nearly every family by 
relationship and otherwise. “and nearly 
every church and school in the county 
has been torn asundeyz by the bitter feel- 
ine growing out of this trouble. Hun- 
dreds of prayers have been offered in 
protracted meetings that peace and har- 
mony might again prevail among the 
citizens.”’ Mr. eGehee further says: 

“T think this the opoortunity of our 
lives to get this matter settled and con- 
fidence resto*‘ed among our citizens, and 
for every one to join hands from this 
day on for the better enforcement of 
the law.” 

Some of the indicted men, he says, are 
old Confederate soldiers, who are past 
6 years of age, and who were only pas- 
sive members of the Farmers’ League, 
and some were never members at all 
and never attended a single meeting. 
while ore man who was indicted had 
been dead over two years. 

He concludes his statement by say- 
ing: “If I could get this matter settled 
and peace and harmony restored among 
my fellow-citizens, I would consider it 
the grandest work of my life.”

Pure’ Mit« Commbfssion, to satis- 
fy myself if it were possible to. find 
some food suitable to all cases, and 
without too. much trouble and expense 
to the parents.

His discovery is due to claims ™r 
$25,000 of insurance made by his sister 
on policies in the New York Life In- 
surance Co., not on proof of death but 
on the legal fiction that a man who 
disappears and is not heard from for 
a period of seven years is presumed to 
be dead. 

The sister not only made the claim 
on the insurance company, but threat- 
ened suit if not paid and this caused 
the company to start an investigation 
resulting in the man's discovery. The 
sister is Mrs. Edna K. Bonslett of 593 
Sixty-fifth street, Chicago, and the suit, 
it is said, will be brought in St. Louls. 


Alleged Plot to Rob. 


Bound up in the story of the tnsurance 
company’s investigations is one of an 
ulleged plot to rob the Pacific Expréss 
Co. of $100,000. 

In thelr investigations as to the 
whereabouts of Kimmell, when he sud- 
denly disappeared from Kansas City 
the afternoon of July 30, 1898, the de- 
tectives,- according to Edward O’Brien, 
general western counsel of the New 
York Life Insurance Co., learned the 
details of the plot to swindle the Pa- 
cific Express Co. It is charged that 
Kimmell, who was cashier of the Arkan- 
sas City, Kan., bank, honored forged ex- 
drafts.

Death of Charles Parsons, Pres- 
ident of State National 
Bank, Mourned. 


HIS FAME WAS NATIONAL 


Man of Strong Friendships 


Who Helped Those Who 
Needed It. 


A telegram to the Post-Dispatch from 
Wequetonsing, Mich., announced yes- 
ierday that the cause of the death of 


(harles Parsons, President of the State | 


National Bank of St. Louis, at that 
place was angina pectoris, or, rheuma- 
tism of the heart. He died Friday mid- 
night, after an illness of two weeks. 

The announcement of death came 
a surprise and shock to St. Louis, as 
Mr. Parsons was in fairly good heaith 
when he left for his summer home at 
Wequetonsing. He was 81 years old, 
but had always been a man of great vi 
tality, possessing an exceptionally sound 
constitution. 

George Parsons of Watervieit, Mich., u 
brother of the deceased, and Charles 
Parsons Pettus, a nephew-in-law. were 
with him at the time of death. George 
Parsons, with another brother, Gen. 
Lewis B. Parsons of Flora, Ill, and 
several nephews, were Mr. Parsons’ 
nearest kin. 

Charles Parsons Pettits, a nephew of

thought to be his probable heir. He is 
Mr. Parsons’ namesake and had lived 
with the deceased for several vears at 
Mr. Parsons’ home, 284 Pine street. Mr 
Pettus was graduated from Washington

Body Arrives Tonight. 

Mr. Parsons’ body wil larrive in St. 
louls from Weqeutonsing tonight, ac- 
companied by Charles Parsons Pettus, 
William Pettus, the latter's brother, and 
George Parsons.

BUT HOT STAMPS 


Postmaster Gingerly of Cas- 
toria, Tenn., Gains New 
Distinction as Officer. 


HIS COUNT TOO BIG 


Refused to Order Stamps for 
Fear They Would 
Stick Up. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 


MEMPHIS, Tenn., Sept. 16.—J. J, Gin- 
gerly, Postmaster at Castoria, Tenn., 
was bound over to the Federal grand 
jury under $250 bond on a charge of 
makin false returns to the Govern- 
ment of stamps canceled, a scheme to 
incréase salary. Gingerly’s offense is 
unique, but not more so than his rec- 
ord as postmaster. 

Gingerly, according to the authorities. 
has been postmaster at Castoria for 
more than 10 years and has never dur- 
ing that period purchased a single post- 
age stamp from the department through 
regular channels. He has consistently 
declined to maké a_ requisition for 


stamps, claiming that they would stick 
together and cause him a lot of trduble. 
Now and then on visits to Memphis he 
purchased small lots of stamps to sell 
to the patrons of his office. But few 
complaints have been made by patrons 
of the Castoria office, and the author- 
ities have not insisted that Gingerly 
maintain a stamp department. 

Castoria is a veer small hamlet on 
the banks of the Mississippi River and 
receives and dispatches its mail matter 
by boat. . Being a fourth-class postof- 
fice, the compensation of the Postmas- 
ter is based upon the amount of stamps 
canceled at the office. . 

Nearly three years ago the Postoffice 
Department claims to have suspected 
that the returns of stamp cancellations 
from Castoria were larger than they 
should be. Last May arrangements 
were made with the mall clerks on the 
boats to keep account. 

This was done during June. Postmas- 
ter Gingerly sent in his report of can- 
cellations for the quarter of April 1 
to June ®, and it is alleged his count 
wés about five times as large as the 
amount of mail matter sent out from 
the office during that month. 

United States Deputy Marshal Joplin 
drove overland 18 miles from Atoka in 
order to reach the river town, and ar- 
rested Gingerly, who was immediately 
removed from office and James F. Lid- 
don was placed in charge. 

Gingerly and several witnesses from 
Castoria were brought to Memphis, and 
Gingerly was given a preliminary hear- 
ing before Commissioner Mathews. The 
defendant was held to the Federal Court 
under bond of $250, which was furnished. 
He declined any explanation, and mere- 
ly remarked: ‘“‘There is no fool like 
an old fool.’’

After her admission to the Jackson- 
ville State institution for the education 
of the blind she became an object ofy 
great interest to educators all over the 
country. While Laura Bridgeman ana 
Helen Kellar had been taught much in 
spite of their afflicting blindness and 
deafncss and Lottie Suhivan—thanks 
to the generosity of the State of Culo- 
rado—was awakening from torpidity te 
a life of thought and appreciation for 
that which surrounds her the method 
of education for such children is st.li 
in its experimental stage and each case 
is watched with intense interest by ali 
who have afflicted children in their 
charge. . 

More than that, Emma's condition 
awakened in a railroad mans heart an 
earnest desire to do something for her. 
He interested many others of his call- 
ing in her and had it not been that the 
State of Lllinois appropriated money to 
pay for the tuition of the child by a 
private teacher the railway men would 
bave assumed this burden.

ners and a splendid, highly cultivated 
voice. She was divorced from her first 
husband, William F. McCreedy, a cof- 
fee broker. She was accused by him of 
improper conduct with two brokers and 
a handsome young Cuban, whom she 


frequently met in Central Park, near | 


her residence. Her husband maintained 
that she became so familiar with this 
Cuban that when Mr. McCreedy had 
gone to business she would hang a sig- 
nal in the window, on seeing which 
the Cuban would enter her home. She 


contested the suit. but the husband was 
given a decree on the only ground on 


which divorces are granted in the State 
of New York. 

Strange to say, Mr. Duke did not know 
these details until recently. He met Mrs. 
McCreedy in the year following her di- 
vorce, and from the beginning evinced 
a strong interest in her. She was the 
first woman whe in all the 37 years of 
his life had attracted him. 

Her Wealth Grew With His. 

She was {ossessed of sufficient means 
for comfort and Mr. Duke advised her 
about her investments, as he was well 
able to do, for he was then pushing 
forward the great scheme of tobacco 
factory consolidations which finally ab- 
sorbed the LlAggett & Myers, Drum- 
mond and other big St. Louis concerns 
and all the plants of importance in 
America and England. As a result of 
his advice her modest fortune grew 
to a round million. 

She had been living in the San Remo 
Hotel, Central Park West, but bought 
a large house in Eighty-sixth street. 
Three years ago she sold this house 
and went abroad with her mother. 

While in the Shakspeare tavern at 
Stratford-on-Avon Mrs. Fletcher, moth- 
er of Mrs. McCreedy, suffered a stroke 
ef paraiysis, from which she never re- 
covered. Her daughter . brought her 
back to New York, where she had suc- 
cessive strokes, until her mind was af- 
fected and she developed a _ suicidal 
tendency. On the advice of physicians 
Mrs. McCreedy placed her mother in 
the insane asylum at White Plains, N. 
Y., that she might have constant ex- 
pert attendance. The poor lady is still 
in the asylum, and her death is ex- 
pected any day, 

Only a few close friends know these 
facts. 

Shortly after her return from Europe 
Mrs. McCreedy bought the palace in 
which she now lives, 11 West Sixty- 
eighth street. It is five stories high, 
luxuriantly furnished and she now oc- 
cupies it alone save for. the servants. 

When Mr. Duke came to New York 
to establish factories near a big labor 
market and escape the annoyance of 
frequent strikes, which hampered his 
growth at Durham. N. C., where the 
business had its start, he lived in a 
cleap Harlem hotel at a total cost of 
$€ per week, notwithstanding his por- 
tion of the income from the business 
was $50,000 a year. He insisted on turn- 
ing every possible cent earned back into 
the business, and when his brodthers de- 
“manded divideuds he threatened to pull 
out. Although the youngest of three 
brothers, James, or ‘‘Buck,’’.as he is 
familiarly called, was the strongest, 
erd it is due to his brain and work 
capacity that the one-horse factory his 
father, Washington Duke, established 
at Durham, grew into the tremendous 
American Tobacco Co. of today. 

Later he moved into bachelor apart- 
ments over his stable in West Sixty- 
sixth street. He occupied the second 
fioor, while his coachman’s family oc- 
cupied the top floor. Mr. Duke's income 
was then $1,000,000 a year; his one in- 
dulgence was horses. 

Then he bought the great country 
place near Somerville, N.'J., and began 
the work of enlarging and beautifying 
it. 


Trust Formed—Then Wedding. 


He paid diligent court to Mrs. Mc- 
Creedy, and a year ago this month 
they announced to their friends that 
they were engaged to be married. Mr. 
Duke was then in the thick of the con- 
solidation of the American and. Conti- 
nefital Tobacco companies, and it was 
agreed to delay the marriage until that 
task was accomplished. 

The wedding took place Nov. 29, at 
the residence of Mrs. McCreedy's uncle, 
L#wis J. Seal, then President of the 
Philadelphia Stock Exchange, at Cam- 
dén, N. J. Mr. Duke invited three 
friends, one of his brothers, the chief 
copnsel of the American company, and 
another gentleman. Mrs. McCreedy in- 
vited three ladies. These, with the 
nié@mbers of Mr. Seal’s family, were the 
only persons who witnessed the cere- 
mony. It was a very simple wedding, 
véry sudden, the uninformed public 
thought. 

After the wedding breakfast the cou- 
ple and their guests went to New York, 
whence Mr. and Mrs. Duke sailed the 
next morning on the Oceanic. In Paris 
Mr. Duke secured a touring car and 
an experienced chauffeur, and they 
were the first to make an automobile 
journey over the Alps to Nice. They 
roamed over Italy, and at Florence Mr. 
Duke bought carloads of statuary and 
fountains which now beautify the lawns 
ak Duke's Park. 

It was an ideal, happy honeymoon. 
Mr. Duke tells his friends that they 
were pertectily happy and not a cloud 
arose to mar their perfect enjoyment 
of each other's society. 

It is well he has the memory of those 
three perfect months. They spent De- 
cémber and January in continental EBu- 

and in February were calied 


Washington Duke, the father of 
James, who was very old, had fallen 
and fractured his hip. He was not ex- 
pécted to live long. James and his wife 
crossed on the Baltic, and immediately 
after landing took a train for Durham, 
N. C. SBome days later Mrs. Duke 
came to New York for a few days, and 
then returned to Durham. These facts 
are important. 

Mr. Duke’s Life Imperilled. 

While on the automobile journey 
abroad Mr. Duke was compelled by an 
aceident to his machine to tramp eight 
miles over a mountain road. This in- 
flame@ one of his feet, while he had 
injured previously by cutting a bunion 
toe closely. The foot gave him some 


trouble in the following weeks, but | 
while at his father’s bedside it became 
much worse, and blood poisoning su- 
pervened. He was taken to New York 
to his wife’s home, 11 West Sixty-eighth 
street, that he might have expert treat- 
ment. 

For several weeks his life was in jeop- 
ardy. There was a serious surgical 
operation and he was at times in great 
agony. 

Notwithstanding this, his wife, he al- 
leges, showed great coldness toward 
him, and left him to the care of hired 
nurses for long periods while she ab- 
sented herself from home. 

He had hardly recovered sufficiently 
to move about with the aid of a crutch 
when he received a telegram that his 
father was indeed dying. 

He went south immediately 
closed his father’s eyes. 

On his return he found his wife still 
cold and distant. She showed affection 
only in the presence of friends. 

All the while he was planning for 
her future and for her pleasure. He 
felt her change of attitude toward him 
keenly and tried hard to regain his 
former place in her affections, but 
without avail. Nor could he fathom 
the cause of her strange conduct. 

Truth Told by a Friend. 

On July 14 a business friend opened 
his eyes. It was on that day this un- 
suspicious man who had no experience 
of woman's wiles graspéd the terrible 
truth. 

His friend said: “I am going to tell 
you something as one of your best 
friends, although what I have to say 
may break your heart. Twice in a week 
I have seen Mrs. Duke dining in. res- 
taurants only frequented by the swift- 
est people in New York, with a gray- 
haired, gray-bearded man.”’ 

The restaurants he named were known 
by reputation to Mr. Duke, although he 
never visited such places. He had been 
especially careful not to take Mrs. 
Duke to any places that did not bear 
the most perfect reputation and had 
cautioned her against going to even a 
hotel noted for its magnificence and 
cuisene.

as was the thing his friend 
told, it was sufficient. It~- accounted 
for his wife’s changed attitude, for a 
thousand things that had worried him. 

He was compelled to sail for Europe 
the following day. Business called him 
suddenly and much depended on his 
promptness. He emgaged passage for 
himself alone on the Lucania. 

Within an hour after his friend left 
him he went to his attorneys and di- 
rected them to make a thorough but 
careful investigation to ascertain the 
truth concerning his wife’s conduct and 
keep him informed of their progress 
by cable. 

The Wife’s Duplicity. 

Mrs. Duke accompanied her husband 
to the Lucania the next morning. She 
sent to his stateroom a number of 
things for his comfort, including two 
cases of the mineral water which Frank 
T. Huntoon sells. The farewell between 
husband and wife was apparently af- 
fectionate. 

When Mrs. Duke left the pier on the 
steamer’s departure, two detectives fol- 
lowed her, and they missed no detail of 
her acts during the period that lay be- 
tween that date and the filing of the 
divorce suit at Trenton, N. J., on 
Sept. 2. f 

As the Lucania pulled down the bay 
Mr. Duke collapsed. This big, robustly 
healthy man—a farmer boy of a farm- 
er stock and unspoiled by all his city 
life—had never known a day’s illness 
until the injury to his foot, from wt'cn 
he had recovered, but all the way across 
the Atlantic he was under the care of a 
physician. For the first time in his 
life he took opiates to induce sleep, and 
it was not business worry or excessive 
work that made him wakeful, but the 
terrible collapse of his ideal. The win- 
ning of the woman had seemed the 
crown and justification of his life of 
celibate labor. And now he was coming 
to believe her unworthy. 

In London cables awaited him, tel!™sg 
of his wife’s movements. Mrs. Duke, 
as she drove away from the Lucanfia’s 
pier, had been met by gray, gay, old 
Frank T. Huntoon, who became her 
close associate until the divorce papers 
were filed. 

Before the Lucania reached the other 
side Mrs. Duke had gone to Saratoga 
and Huntoon was on the same train. He 
had sent his auto to the springs and 
every day he took Mrs, Duke to the 
races, where they met a Vice-President 
of her husband’s company and his fam- 
ily, to. whom she introduced Huntoon. 
Mrs. Duke and her elderly admirer oc- 
cupied separate apartments, but so con- 
stant was their association that a friend 
felt impelled to remonstrate with Mrs. 
Duke, but without avail. 

Huntoon ané Mrs. Duke dined fre- 
quently at Canfield’s gambling casino 
and after dinner Huntoon would play 
high at roulette. 

Finally one of Mr. Duke's attorneys 
joined him in London and made the 
fullest report. He presented evidence 
of criminal conduct, not testified to by 
detectives, but by men of high business 
standing. ' 

Protest Against Detectives. 

Mr. Duke was ail this time receiving 
affectionate letters from his wife, but 
between two such letters came a cable- 
gram from her: 

“I trust that my conduct since you 
have been abroad sufficiently meets 
with your approval so that you will 
enall off the detectives who are 
hounding my footsteps.” 

Mrs. Duke had returned to New York 
and was at home when her husband 
cabled that he would return on the Lu- 
canila, scheduled to arrive in New York 
on Sept. 2. 

Two days prior to that date'a strange 
thing happened. There were eight serv- . 
ants in Mrs. Duke's home. One of these 
was her personal maid. The maid dis- 
appeared. She left the house without 
hat or purse to have a shoe mended 
by a Columbus avenue cobbler, a block 
distant. She did not return that even- 
ing, that night or ever. 

Mrs. Duke caused diligent search to 
be made for her and there was great 
commotion in her palace, but no trace 
of the girl was found. 

Then another marvelous circumstance. 
Mrs. Duke was informed when the Lu- 
cania arrived at Quarantine and imme- 
diately went to the pier in her auto. 
She saw the ship docked and watched 
the passengers leave her one by one. 
Mr. Duke, who had cabled that he 


would arrive on this ship, was ee 
among the descending’ passengers, and 
the purser told Mrs. Duke he had not 
sailed on the ship. 

She was thoroughly alarmed and mys- 
tified, but returned to her home, where 
a servant told her that a gas inspector 
demanded to see her. She went down 
to see this insistent individual, and he 
proved to be not a gas inspector at alli, 
but a lawyer's clerk who served her 
with papers in her husband's suit for 
divorce filed that morning at Trenton. 

Maid Decamps and Tells. 

Mr. Duke had been on this side sey- 
eral days. He had intended to come 
on the Lucania, but finding that the 
Oceanic sailed three days earlier he 
sailed on her without booking and his 
name did not appear in the passenger 
list. Immediately on landing, without 
communicating with anyone save his 
attorney, he went to Somerville. 

One of the maids at Duke’s Park was 
sent to New York with instructions to 
bring back Mrs. Duke's personal maid. 
She was a skillful servant. She rang 
up No. 11 West Sixty-eighth street on 
the telephone and called for the 
young woman, whom she asked to meet 
her on the corner. The maid joined 
her in a few minutes and was told 
that Mr. Duke wanted to see her at 
Somerville and that she must not go 
back to the house. Thus impressed the 
maid went willingly. 


Arriving at Duke’s Park she was 
taken to a room, where Mr. Duke and 
his attorney awaited her. There she 
made an affidavit which will be used in 
the suit for divorce, charging her mis- 
tress with gross perfidy. 


According to this maid, Huntoon—of 
whom Mr. Duke had not so much as 
heard prior to the reports of detec- 
tives in July and whom he has never 
seen, although Mrs. Duke introduced 
him to her friends as a friend of Mr. 
Duke’s—courted Mrs. Duke for two 
years before her marriage and was ap- 
parently her most favored suitor. They 
went out together frequently and he 
visited her often at her home. 


On the day before her marriage to 
Mr. Duke the latter went to Philadel- 
phia from New York accompanied by 
his private secretary, while the lady he 
was to marry went on another train 
accompanied by her maid, and met him 
at Camden the next morning. On the 
train with the woman who was soon to 
be a bride was Huntoon. All the way 
to Philadelphia he pleaded with her not 
to marry Duke, while ashe wept. He 
swore that he loved her and could not 
live without her. 

When Mrs. Duke retired from the 
wedding breakfast table to change her 
gown for traveling only her maid ac- 
companied her. In the dressing room 
as the maid was unhooking the wedding 
gown she alleges Mrs. Duke burst into 
tears and said: “I have married one 
man and my heart is given to another.’’ 
The maid understood her to refer to 
Huntoon, comforted her, afd Mrs. Duke 
went down to her eager bridegroom 
smiling. 

When the bridal party went on board 
the Oceanic Huntoon was in the crowd 
on the pier, and among the costly boxes 
of flowers that overflowed their state- 
room the costliest box was from Hun- 
toon, though it bore no card. 

When Mr. and Mrs. Duke returned 
from abroad Huntoon was at the Bal- 
tic’s pier and saw them .-land.. 

When Mrs. Duke left her husband at 
the bedside of his father and came to 
New York it was to see Huntoon, who 
met her at Jersey City and accompanied 
her to her home. 

When Mr. Duke lay ill and in dan- 
ger of death, this maid says, Mrs. Duke 
went out frequently and met Huntoon. 

When Mr. Duko recovered sufficiently 
to go to Duke’s Park she came to New 
York once or twice a week and re.- 
mained over night at her city house. 
Huntoon visited her on each of these 
occasions. 

When Mr. Duke sailed on Lucania for 
Englend Mrs. Duke rcturned home and 
told the servants that she was going 
to visit an elddtiy aunt in Brooklyn. 
Ehe was gone two nights. Her visit 
to the aunt was of 15 minutes’ dura- 
tion and the remainder of the time 
was spent in a Long Island hote! with 
Huntoon. 

The maid's statements have been cor- 
roborated, Mr. Duke’s friend claims, by 
all the servants at 11 West Sixty-eighth 
street, by the detectives and by other 
persons. 

Many nights while Mr. Duke was 
abroad, the servants say in affidavits, 
Mrs. Duke brought Huntoon home and 
he remained over night. The room he 
occupied so frequently was known to 
the servants as “the Huntoon room.” 

During the time Mrs. Duke remained 
in New York at the period of her hus- 
band’s absence in England she scarcely 
ever took dinner at home, but was fre- 
quently seen dining with Huntoon. 

Since the divorce papers were filed 
Mrs. Duke has remained secluded in her 
own house and not a neighbor has 
caught the slightest glimpse of her. She 
has made no answer to her husband's 
charges, but some of her friends hav« 
indignantly denied that she is guilty of 
any moral wrong.

Southwest Missouri was sparsely set- 
tled in the early seventies. Better 
transportation facilities were needed to 
enhance the value of its fertile fields 
and valleys and give to the people a 
direct communication with the great 
centers of trade. 

Every county wanted a transportation 
line, and so desirous were the citizens 
for this that they were willing to make 
all kinds of pledges, pay any bonus 
that might be required and issue bonds 
to any amount. 

Peter A, Ladue, A. D. Ladue and De- 
witt C. Stone, who founded the Sal- 
mon bank, with Dr. G. Y. Salmon, in 
1866, were among those who preached 


and neighboring counties the advantage 
and utility of railroads and sought as- 
sistance for tne proposed lines. 

Briefly, thelr scheme was to build a 
railroad from Clinton, a@ short distance 
northwest of Osceola, to Memphis, 
Tenn. This would put the counties on 
a direct line with Kansas City and 
Memphis, and, at the same time, give 
them an outlet both north and south. 

St. Clair’s Debt $250,000. 

The projected road was known as the | 
Clinton and Memphis branch of the 
Tebo & Neosho Railroad Co. 

St. Clair County was asked to sub- 
scribe for $250,000 in the company, this 
amount to be paid In bonds issued by 
the county. There were remonstrances 
as well as petitions submitted to the 
County Court relative to the bond issue. 

On Jan. 1, 1810, there was presented 


to the County Court at Osceola a peti- 
tion with 400 names attached, request- 
ing the County Court to subscribe 
$250,000 in bonds for the building of the 
Tebo & Neosho Railroad. 

Two hundred and sixty-one residents 
of the county protested. April 6, 1870, 
the St. Clair County Court, then com- 
posed of William Mitchell, Wiltam 


Collins and ‘Thomas F. Robinson, made 


an order that St. Clair County sub- 
scribe $250,000 in bonds to the railroad 
company. It was provided that $50,000 
of the bonds should be delivered when 
five miles of the road had been graded 
from the county line running toward 
the Osage River, $100,000 more when the 
road should be graded to the banks of 
the Osage, and a bridge built across 
that stream; and the last $100,000 “when 
the road was graded throughout the 
county. The bonds were to bear inter- 
est at the rate of 10 per cent. 

June 21, 1870, the promoters secured 
from the County Court a change in 
conditions, whereby the bonds were to 
be delivered to them as soon as con- 
tracts for the proposed work had been 
let and without waiting for the fuifill- 
ment of any portion of the contract. 

Practically the same arrangement was 
made by the other counties in the sec- 
tion to be traversed by the proposed 
new railroad, among them Henry 
County, which issued more than a half 
million dollars in bonds. 

The bonds were finally issued and 
signed by the courts in November, 1870. 
Bonds Sold in New York. 

The promoters sold the bonds in the 
New York market, and soon after quit 
work. Nothing further was ever done 
by them toward the construction of the 
road. The original right of way with 
part of the roadbed has since been, utl- 
lized by the Frisco company. About 50 
counties In Missouri bonded themselves 
to promote railroads, but not more than 
one-third of them ever saw the roads. 
The people of St. Clair County paid 
the interest on the bonds for the first 
year, but after work stopped they re- 
fused to pay any more and have since 
defaulted both on the interest and the 
principal. The second year a tax levy 
was made as usual, but instead of using 
the proceeds to pay the interest, the 
judges bought in 19 of the bonds and 

destroyed them. 

After a default of five years suit was 
brought by the “innocent purchasers” 
of the bonds issued by St. Clair, Hen- 
ry and several other counties that were 
in a similar predicament, and by mutual 
agreement the case of Nicolay against 
Henry County was made a test in the 
United States Courts. The county lost. 
Aroeal was then taken to the Supreme 
Court, the late Senator Vest and Judge 
Phillips (now on the federal bench) 
representing the county as counsel. The 
judgment of the trial court was af- 
firmed. 

It was held that it made no difference 
whether the bond issue was trregular 
or whether the taxpayers derived any 
benefit from it; the bonds were sold by 
the authorized agents of the county and 
had reached the hands of “innocent 
purchasers,”’ and so the taxpayers of 
the several counties which issued them 
were responsible for principal and in- 
terest. 

Some Made Settlements. 

In compliance with this ruling all 
the counties involved made a _ settle- 
ment except Cass, Macon, Dallas and 
St. Clair. Most of them succeeded in 
compromising at an amount less than 
the face value of the bonds. Cass 

ounty subsequently settled, but nas 
hot paid the debt entirely for the rea- 
son that some of the bondholders re- 
fuse to accept the agreement and de- 
mand their ounce of flesh. There was 
more trouble in Cass than any other 
county. 

Feeiing that they had been outraged 
the citizens lynched the County Judges 
who had issued the bonds, also a Coun- 
ty Clerk involved in the transaction. 
The four officials were taken one night 
from 2 railway train and lynched to a 
tree, 

The whole State was aroused. The 
people of St. Clair County threatened 
to hang their County Judges. Macon 
County accepted a compromise. Hen- 
ry County is now redeeming the bonds, 
paying for them at the rate of 70 cents 
on the dollar. This county has already 
paid out more than $73,000. 

Henry County Hit Hard.

Judges Refuse to Make Levy.

Man Disregards Danger. 

As thé police approached, ‘iiny Hem. 
men of 2217 Oregon avenue ran ifto the 
bakery and brought out a heavy stick. 
He elbowed through the crowd to push 
the wire away. 

“That stick’s wet already!"" a man 
shouted at him. ‘It will carry elec- 
tricity just like a wire!’’ 

But Hemmen did not heed. “Look 
out!’ he cried to those nearest the 
wire, and as they pressed back he 
knocked the dangling thread of metal 
from the hand which it was burning. 
Then he picked up the body and laid it 
out Of the rain to await an ambulance. 

The crowd followed the body. Some 
men gaurded the wire and kept little 
children away. 

It was seen that the boy was dead. 
Mrs. Hegel, who had watched the body 
almost from the instant of the tragedy, 
said there was at no time a sign of 
life. 

The body was sent to the Morgue in 
the patrol wagon. Police guarded the 
wire until linemen from an electric ligt 
company whose wires run past the 
corner came and cut the wire that had 
killed the boy. 

It was a telephone wiré and haa 
broken and fallen across one of the 
highly charged light and power wires. 

In the belief that the victim mht 
be a newsboy, the police last night 
summoned to the Morgue many down- 
town paper venders, young and old. 
None could identify the body. 

The dead boy had light hair, and his 
face was freckled. The freckles were 
especially thick about his eyes. 

He wore a black coat with dots of 
white, and black knee pants. His shoes 
were black. The shirt he wore was 
white, with brown checks and without 
a collar.

Montana Is to Be 
Opened Jp. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

BILLINGS, Mont., Sept. 16.—The sur- 
vey of the ceded lands on the Crow in- 
dian. reservation, which is soon to be 
thrown open to settlement, has been 
completed and an officer is on the 
ground, and it is expected the survey 
wiil soon be accepted. There is approx- 
imately 1,100,000 acres to be disposed of. 

About 400,000 acres will be): irrigated 
under’ the reclamation act.’ ° It is. not 
known whut farm unit will be adopted 
as regards the Irrigated lands, but it 
will be either 4 or 80 acres, which 
means that every farm i# worth from 
$100 to $300 an acre, depending upon the 
location and adaptability. 

Much of the ceded lands cannot be fr- 
rigated by Government works, but will 
be irrigated by individuals. It is assert- 
ed that good paying marketable crops 
of winter wheat can be raised without 
irrigation on most of the land. Fruits 
are grown by judicious cultivation m 
the -Yellowstone Valley without irriga- 
tion. The lands on the Crow Indian 
reservation will be disposed of under 
the homestead, townsite, reclamation 


and mineral acts. 
No date of the opening has been fixed 


but it is expected without doubt in the | 


coming spring. Every detail will be ar- 
ranged this fall so that the land may 
be opened without delay. The Govern- 
ment has let the contracts for the con- 
struction of irrigation canals along the 
Yellowstone, and work wil? commence 
in a short time. A great rush is ex- 
pected when the lands: are finally 
opened by the President's proclama- 
tion.

Catholic Night Workers Will 
Be Able to Attend Sun- 
\ - day Worship, 


CHICAGO, Sept. 16—For the first 
time in the history of the Catholic 
Church in the Weet reguii? Sunday 
services will be held ati mass cé*enrit- 
ed before dawn for the night workers, 
beginning Sunday, Oct. 1 

Permission granted to the Very Rey. 
P. O'Callaghan, C. 8. V.; Superior of the 
Paulist Fathers in Chicago, by Arch- 
bishop Quigley, who recéived permis- 
sion’ from Rome to hold the special 
service for night workers every Sunday 
in the year in St. Mary’s Church, Wa- 
bash avenue and Eldredge place, at 9 
a m., or eartier if the time is found 
suitable to the majority of night work- 
era, 

Chicago is now the second city in the 
world that enjoys the privilege of Sun- 
day services for night workers. New 
York being the first city to receive per- 
mission, through the Paulist Fathers, 
who conduct night services there for 
newspaper workers. The permussiou 
must be procured from’ Rome by the 
metropolitan of the diocese. 

For nearly two decades Cathdlic 
workers in the downtown districts have 
been urging the necessity of Sunday 
services for the night workers, compos- 
ing.a@ vast army of newspaper men, 
theatrical, hotel and restaurant ftoik, 
whose labors cease between the hours 
of 1 and 4 a. m., and who, in order to 
conform to the rules of their church, 
must attend mass every Sunday. 

As the first services are not usually 
held before 6 oclock in the morning, 
this necessitates the worker losing a 
few hours’ extra sleep or taking only 
a few hours’ rest before attending ihe 
last services held in his church. 

The first service of the kind was held 
by the Paulist Fathers in St. Mary's 
Chureh, Christmas morning, 1903, and 
it was attended by such a large congre- 
gation that it was decided to make it 
@ permanent Sunday service as svon as 
the necessary authority could be re- 
ceived from Rome. 

A meeting of night workers in the 
newspaper offices, hotels and theaters 
will be called by the Paulist Fatners 
for the purpose of arranging the hour 
for mass that will be the most coun- 
venient to the majority of them.

ANN ARBOR. Mich... Sept. 16.—Fear 
that the universities which admit wom- 
en students soon are to be so overrun 
with co-eds that the men will be driven 
from the opportunity of obtaining a 
liberal. education was expressed by 
President Ange!l of the University of 
Michigan in his annual report to the 
Board of Regents. 

“Certainly,’’ he says, ‘“‘one cannot be 
blind to the fact that at present the 
aggregate number of women, nearly 
all pursuing the course in arts, is so 
rapidly increasing that the question is 
suggested whether the old-fashioned 
iberal training is largely to be monop- 
olized by them.”’ 

The men, Dr. Angell declares, are be- 
ing driven into the technical and pro- 
fessional schools, while the women as 
a rule devote their attention to the 
college of liberal arts. In the univer- 
sity last year there were 716 women 
students, against 694 for the year pre- 
vious, in addition 111 attended the 
sessions of the summer school. 

Scores Graft by Students. 

College graft a’so came in for a share 
of the President's attention. He de- 
clared that there is a tendency toward 
dishonesty in some quarters within the 
university. and told of the work being 
done to eradicate it. 

“Il regret to say that a vicious cus- 
tom, Rot unknown in the  0business 
world, has been edging its way into tnis 
universit'y and into other colleges and 
universities.”” he said. “It is what is 
populariy known as ‘graft.’ Officers of 
various kinds of student organizations 
which expend money for some object 
have been tempted to make contracts 
on. terms which allow them secretly to 
pocket a commission. It is just but 
lamentable to say that some business 
houses and lecture committees, in cer- 
tain causes, have approached these of- 

, corrupt propositions, which 
Deen accepted. 

} University Senate has deemed it 
wise to subject the financia! action of 
certain student organizations for a 
time to supervision of a committee. ‘To 
permit the graft would be to encour- 
age the very spirit which been poison- 
ing municipal and corporate adminis- 
trators in so many ways.” 


Defends College Athletics. 


A vigorous defense of college athlet- 
les, coupled with an argument for pur- 
ity in sport, was included in the Pres- 
ident’s report. 

“Some of the criticisms assume that 
the colleges are more given over to 


the passion for games than is the pub-, 


lic generally,’’ he said. “Om the con- 
trary, it is in large part the passion of 
the people for interesting games that 
stimulates the students to play them. 
When we read of thirty or forty 
thousand persons wishing to enter vol- 
legiate football games at Cambridge 
or New York, and most of them per-

Civil Service Commission Sends 
Out List of Places 
Involved. 


LAW EFFECTIVE NOV. 1. 


Seventeen Institutions in Seven 
Cities Share in Exam- 
inations. 


James A. Willoughby of Belleville, 
treasurer of the Civil Service Commis- 
sion of Illinois, has received from WiI- 
liam B. Moulten of Chicago, president 
of the commission, a list of the cities in 
Illinois in which civil service examina- 
tions wlll be held, and a list of the in- 
Stitutions whose employes must pass 
the examination. 

The law creating the Civil Service 
Board, passed by the last General As- 
sembly of Lllinois, provides that the ex- 
aminations shall be held in the seven 
largest cities in the State. The cities 
sclected are Chicago. Joliet, Rockford, 
Peoria, Quincy, Springfield and East St. 
(Louis. The charitable institutions which 
are located in these cities are: ‘/nicagv, 
Ear and Eye’ Infirmary and Home for 
the Blind; Elgin, Hospital for the In- 
sane; Geneva, Boys’ Home; Batavia, 
Girls’ Home: Wilmington, Widews 
Home: Kankakee, Hospital for the In- 
sane; Watertown, Insane Asylum; Bar- 
tenville, Home for Incurable Insane; 
Normal, Orphans’ Home; Lincoln, Home 
for Feeble Minded; Quincy, Soldiers’ and 
Sailors’ Home; Jacksonville, Insane 
Asylum, School for Deaf Mutes and 
Schuol for Blind; Anna, Insane Asylum 
and Chester, Asylum for Criminal In- 
sane. 

The Civil Service Law does not g0 
into effect until Nov. 1, and under it 
two weeks’ notice must be given of 
the time and place of all examina- 
tions. The law provides that the ex- 
aminations shall be practical in their 
character and shall relate to those 
matters which shall test the relative 
capacity of the persons examined to 
discharge the duties of the position 
to which they seek to be appointed. 

Thousands of state employes will 
be affected by the new law, as all 
empl: yes of the state charitable in- 
stitutions must pass the examina- 
tions. except the members of the 
charitable boards, trustees and com- 
missioners, superintendents of chari- 
tabie institutions, one chief clerk on 
deputy, and one chief stenographer

most frequent. This is particularly true of the 
Suburban service. When people are coming down- 
town to their work of a morning on the street cars 
the suburbanite is also coming downtown to his 
work in the city, and the suburban trains are timed 
for his accommodation. 

At night a like condition prevails. The suburban 
trains are timed to start home with the peopte 
whose work day ends at 4 o’clock, 5 o’clock.and 6 
o'clock, and at’ that same hour the street cars are 
loaded to the guards with downtown people going 
home for their evening meal. Should a train strike 
one of these heavily loaded morning or evening 
trains the loss of life—bad enough at any time— 
would be terrible. 

This is also true of the night cars running to ard 
from the various gardens, parks and resorts. They 
are loaded to the guards, and, while the traffic on 
the steam railways is not so continuous at tise 
hours, there are still many trains passing and the 
cloak of darkness adds to the danger.

WO niles from the City of Colon, Panama, 
frowning down on that city on the one side 
and on the canal on the other, stands the 

grimmest sentinel on the Highway of Life. Monkey 
Hill, whereon it is estimated 147.000 bodies already 
lie—is the burying ground for the Atlantic end of 
the canal. Its tenants of t e p st are chiefly Froneh- 
men, Chinamen, West India negroes—employers and 
employes of the old French Canal Co. 

But now this upland graveyard is drawing its re 
cruits from the good red blood of America. When 
your brief day as one of the Isthmus Army of Ad- 
Vancement is done, you are hauled here—along with 
whomesoever else has died within the hour—and laid 
away. Perhaps a grave has been prepared to receive 
you even before the sands of your life have run 
their course. Possibly, if the visits of the Death 

~ Angel have been unusually frequent, you must wait 
there on the ground in your wooden shell while the 
men who are your pallbearers become also your 
gravediggers and hollow out a hole to receive vour 
coffin. 

Here, throughout the years that work on the 
Panama Canal continues, you can look down on the 
leborvers and wateh for the coming of men from 
amongst them to keep you company in your long 
vigil. Down there is the low-lying city of Colon:

True, che 
monkeys no longer came there—they Lave no 
taste for wooden crosses and grinning skulls—-but th» 
name seemed grimly, senselessly appropriate, and 
Monkey Hill it continued to be called, and is called 
to this day. It is only @ hill—not a mountain-— 
not even a high hill. But it is long enough and 
wide enough to furnish a resting place for unnum- 
bered thousands, yet-—and high enough that when

Men sit silent in that shadow and think, or else 
joke distraitly, or maybe wander off to the canteon 
to drink and sing away the thoughts that night 
and the chill shadow of the Golgotha has brought 
upon them. 

Theodore Hamilton of Alton, IIlL., 
weighing 230 pounds-—felt the shadow of Monkey 
Hill. For 26 days he lay in the hospital at Colon 
and thought scarcely of anything else than that 


big, robust - 


gaunt, grim, shadowy place which is the final home 
of all men who die in the Colon Hospital or m the 
country surrounding. With him when he went to 
the hospital was a friend, even bigger and more ro. 
bust than he. Hamilton came finally from under 
The Shadow, but his friend went on beyond and they 
hauled him out to Monkey Hill and buried him 
on the highest point, above the bones of all the 
Frenchmen, Chinese and West Indian negroes who 
have found a home there in the last 60 years, 

“T had known Cox for a long time,” says Hamilton. 
who is a railroad engineer and was employed on 
the Panama Railway. “He was an engineer and 
we had railroaded together in the South. We had 
faced Yellow Jack and Smallpox and had become at- 
tached to each other. He used to say to me: “That's 
a ——- of a name, Fatty, that Monkey Hill, [t gives 
me the shivers to think of it.’ And when they took 
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him to tue hospital the shadow of Monkey Hiil went 
with him. He weighed 265 pounds—a big, strong, 
healthy, muscular man who ought to have 
fought off even old Yellow Jack. But Monkey H*.! 

the thought was always on his mind; he eouldn’t 
throw it off.” 

Cox went to the hospital June 30, 1905. On the 
second of July he developed yellow fever. For four 
days he fossed and talked in his delirium of Mon- 
key Hill—and then he died. In the meantime Ham- 
ilton. his friend, was taken to the hospital July 4. 

“They used to tell me about Cox,” he says, in 
relating the circumstances, “and how he worried 
about Monkey Hill. He had talked to me about 
tt so much before he was taken sick that I could 
well understand his worry. And maybe youn think 
it was pleasant for me—but it wasn’t. When he 
lied they told me, and after the funeral train came 
back I was given the comforting assurance that my 
friend had been buried on the topmost point of Mon- 
key Hill, 

“Monkey Hill- it is all you can hear about or 
think about in that hospital at Colon. Cox had the 
vellow fever. I had the Chagres fever. When 1 
finally came out and Monkey Hill drifted once more 
into the background of my mind I weighed ess than 
190 pounds. When I went in I Weighed 230. Cox 
lived at Atlanta—had a wife there—and hia mother 
lived somewhere in the South. She saw in tie pa 
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pers that a man named Cox, an engineer, had died 
at Colon of Yellow Jack, and she telegraphed a de- 
scription of her son there, requesting that if it 
were he his body be sent to her. But it was too 
late. Monkey Hill does not give up its tenants, 
even to a mother. 

“Monkey Hill is the most populous eemetery on 
the Western continent. No records are kept by 
the sexton, and the crosses and wooden markers at 
the head of many of the old graves are rotted and 
fatten in decay. But it is not improbable that the 
French canal company may have indicated the dead 
as they were marked from their rolls. In thut 
manner the estimate of 147,000 bodies is arrived et, 
and I don’t doubt but what it is approximately 
correct. 

“The Panama Railway built im i853. and 
the use of Monkey Hill as a burying ground was 
begun about three vears before that. So for at least 
55 years it has been a cemetery. I am told

F the manifold difficulties besetting muillion- 
iires none is, perhaps, more real and p.ess- 
ing than that of dealing with the innu- 
merable applications for financial assistance which 
pour in by every mail in shoals from all sorts and 
conditions of men and all kinds and descriptions of 
institutes. Some millionaires, especially in our own 
country, deal with their begging letters in a hap- 
hazard sort of way with the assistance of secre- 
turies; but have had business training 
mostly organize charity by strict 
methods. 
John D. Rockefeller, than whom no living man 
receives more begging letters, is every bit as busi- 
ness-like in giving money away as he is in making 
it. He employs a large staff of correspondence clerks, 
secretaries and investigators, under the control of 
adewyer, 8. J. Murphy, to whom he leaves the en- 
tire Lusiness of his philanthropy up to the point of 
finding the money. 
Every legging letter 
straight into the offices devoted to the clerival work 
connected with his charity, and while thousands of 
ktters go unanswered not a single one is unread. 
At the outset they are all perused by the clerks, 
who select those which to require higher 
consideration and sweep the rest into the wasie- 
paper basket. The selected missives are then passed 
on to the chief, who makes further sweeping reduc- 
tions in their number, and gives instructions as to 
sending the letters of regret which some of the kt 
ters call for by way of acknowle./gment.

out of difficulties, 

He has civen away hundreds of thousands of dol- 
lars in this Way without his being men- 
tioned in public announcement, and he rarely de- 
clines to assist a case of an educational institute 
which succeeds on its merits in getting through the 
cordon of secretaries and investigators he has placed 
round him to protect himself. But never under any 
circumstance will he assist a not 
come to him by the regular route, and it is even 
said that his own family have to apply by letter 
through his “charity offices” when they want him 
to help any charities in which they are interested. 

J. P. Morgan is another great millionaire who, 
despite the thousands of appealing letters addressed 
to him every year, seldom gives pecuniary assistance 
to individuals. A staff of. secretaries deal with the 
begging letters sent to him, and they ignore 99 per 
cent, the hundredth being, as a rule, passed on to 
Mrs. Morgan, who likes to help deserving families in 
need and is provided with ample means for the pur- 
pose,

READ the other day that it costs 
| nearly a thousand pounds to bring 

up a London boy, and educate him 
and dress him well. I said to myself: 
“That is because everything in the citv 
has to be bought, and living is high.”’ 
But | began to study the thing and I 
found that even a country boy costs his 
parents a good deal. 

When you count what a boy eats and 
what he wears, and the school books he 
must have, the doctor's bills which have 
to be paid when he gets the measles 
or the scarlet fever, he will cost his 
foiks at home at least a hundred dollars 
a year. If a boy is given to breaking 
things, kicking the toes out of his boots, 
and sv on, he costs more than that; sv 
when I am 21 and old enough to do for 
myself, I shall have cost father more 
than two thousand dollars.

66% ounces. Benjamin F. Butler, who 
in life was celebrated for the size of 
his head, was found after his demise to 
have had a brain just a little short of 
55 ounces. 

-Wilbam Makepeace Thackeray wrote 
his wonderful novels with a brain that 
weighed 51 2-3 ounces. The brain of 
the famous physicist Siemens tipped the 
scales at exactly 60 ounces, and that of 
the phrenologist Spurzheim weighed 
48% ounces. Among other notable brains, 
with weights, were De Morny, states- 
man, 47% ounces; Daniel Webster, 47% 
ounces; John Campbell, Lord Chancel-
